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CONSTRUCTION FUNDS APPROVED 


On June 17 Senator Lister Hill, for the Senate Committee 
on Appropriations, reported out the Departments of Labor, 
and Health, Education, and Welfare, and Related Agencies Ap- 
propriation Bill, 1959 (H. R. 11645). On pages 37 and 38 of 
its report (Senate Report No. 1719), the Committee recom- 
mended the appropriation of funds for the construction and 
equipment of a new building for the National Library of Med- 
icine. 


On June 20 the Senate passed this bill in the form rec- 
ommended by the Committee. Since construction funds had not 
been included in the bill as passed by the House, the matter 
has now gone to Conference. 


The appropriation language for construction funds for 
") the National Library of Medicine reads as follows: 


“Construction of Library Facilities 


“For construction and equipment of the Nation- 
al Library of Medicine, including furniture, arch- 
itectural and engineering services, and moving, 
$6,950,000, which shall be consolidated with funds 
appropriated under this head in the Second Supple- 
mental Appropriation Act, 1957 (70 Stat. 769), to 
be disbursed and accounted for as one fund: Pro- 
vided, That these funds shall be available only if 
a contract for construction is executed on or be- 
fore April 30, 1959." 


J The funds appropriated in the Second Supplemental Ap- 
 Propriation Act, 1957, amounted to $350,000; the total now 
q recommended for the building is thus $7,300,000. 


Funds for operation of the National Library of Medicine 
during Fiscal Year 1959 are included in the same bill in the 
amount of $1,415,000. 
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NEW REGENTS APPOINTED 


The President has announced appointment of Dr. Willian 
Bennett Bean of Lowa City and Dr. William Walter Stadel of 
San Diego to be members of the Board of Regents of the Na- 
tional Library of Medicine. These appointments, each for 
a term of four years, will fill vacancies created by the ex- 
piration of the terms of Dr. Worth B. Daniels of Washington 
and Dr. Benjamin Spector of Boston. 

Dr. Bean is Professor of Medicine and Head of the De- 
partment of Internal Medicine at the State University of 
Iowa, a post he has held since 1948. 

Dr. Stadel is the Director of the San Diego County De- 
partment of Medical Institutions and has been engaged in 
hospital administration since 1940. 


MEDICAL RESEARCH IN SOUTHERN ASIA 


The title of the exhibit at the National Library of Med- 
icine for July-August 1958 is "Medical Research in Southem 
Asia as Revealed in Current Periodical Literature." The ex- 
hibit calls attention to the extent of medical activity in 
the countries of Afghanistan, Burma, Ceylon, Indo-China, In- 
donesia, Malaya (and Singapore), Pakistan, the Philippines, 
Thailand. Some thirty of the 220 current periodicals which 
the National Library of Medicine receives have been selected 
as illustrative of NLM material from this area in both Eng- 
lish and vernacular languages. The historical significance 
of Hindu medicine upon the development of medicine in South- 
ern Asian countries is shown by several monographs from the 
History of Medicine collection.
